Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlenen, 

I herewith  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  raedioal  aspect  of  the 
vjorking  of  the  Port  of  Folkestone  for  1955. 

Regul8T  boat  services  during  the  year  have  been  as  follows 

^olke st one -Calais . 

(D**Daily  passenger  service  by  French  steamer,  Cote  D*Azur, 
and  reliefs  by  British  Railw'a3rs  steamer  from  1st 
January  to  31st  December,  1955. 

(Outv/ard  bound  service  took  Golden  Arrow  passengers.) 

(b)  Folkes ton e-Boulogne . 

(1)  Daily  evening  passenger  service  from  10th  June  to 
1st  October,  1955. 

(2)  Daily  morning  passenger  service  from  2nd  July  to 
13th  September ,~  19 55,  An  irregular  service  v/as  in 
force  from  11th  June  until  the  comLiencement  of  the 
dail3^  service  and  '.Iso  during  the  period  15th  to 
25th  September,  1955, 

Special  excursion  and  ”no-passport’*  trips  were  also  run  to  France 
during  the  Summer  season. 

Usual  cargo  service  was  maintained  to  and  from  Calais  and 
Boulogne . 


A total  of  597,595  passengers  passed  through  the  port  during  the 
3rear,  and  this  figure  shovied  an  increase  of  68,404  compared  with  1954 
despite  the  fact  that  the  port  7ias  virtuall3/-  at  a standstill  for  over 
a fortnight  because  of  the  rail  strike  in  Franca. 


The  Folkestone -Boulogne  services,  onl37‘  operating  between  10th 
June  and  1st  October,  1955,  carried  nearly  three-fifths  of  the 
travellers  of  whom  only  a small  number,  in  comparison,  were  day 
excursionists .

The  aliens  arriving  to  take  up  empl 03^111  ent  in  United  Kingdom 
continue  to  come  mainl37-  from  Italy,  Sv/itzerland,  Austria,  Germany 
and  Irance. 

The  men  cams  to  be  emplo3^ed  in  the  tinplate  ■'fforks,  brickyards, 
iron  foundries,  coalite  vjorks,  tile  works,  and  for  technical  c.nd 
professional  eimloyment  with  firms  and  a.s  hotel  workers;  the  ¥7onen 
were  mainly  domestics,  children's  nurses  and  governesses,  assistant 
hospital  nurses,  77ard  orderlies,  textile  and  factor3'’  "'/orkors,  etc. 

Seventeen  medical  certificates  V7ere  issued  as  a result  of 
inspections  under  the  Aliens  Order;  five  were  landed  conditionall3- 
and  twelve  not  permitted  to  la.nd. 

Six  passengers  in  transit  V7ere  medicall3^  examined;  two  'wore 
medical,  tevo  mental  and  two  the  result  - of  accidents  abroad. 

An  Snglish  nurse  aged  25,  who  ¥7as  unw/ell  vdien  she  arrived  at 
Folkestone  Harbour,  was  allowed  to  proceed  vdth  her  parents  in  ov.n 
car  and  was  admittv^d  to  Chichester  Hospital  suffering  from  Paratyphoid 
Fwvor . 

An  outbreak  of  Smallpox  occurred  in  Northern  France  in  J'anuar3^. 

In  consequence,  special  preventative  measures  were  instituted 
at  Folkestone  Eerbour.  These  included  exa;-.uination  of  en37-.  passengers  . 
who  had  proceeded  from  the  affected  areas,  and  vaccination  of 
British  Hailwa3’-,  I:__.  igrat  ion  and  Customs  Staff  working  at  the  Harbour. 

Ho  case  of  Smallpox  came  through  the  Port  of  Folkestone,  and 
the  outbreak  w:s  declared  at  m end  on  lul^'"  6th. 

I attended  a meeting  of  the  l-ssociation  of  Bgci  and  Air  Port  Health 
Authorities  on  February  lOth  when  the  draft  revised  Instructioiis  to 
medical  Inspootors  of  Aliens  was  discussed. 

I would  like  in  conclusion  to  express  m3?'  appreciation,  of  the 
efficient  work  cerriid  out  by  the  Hedical  Staff  at  the  Harbour  during  .. 
a bus3?'  ye^r^  and  also  of  the  continued  co-opei": tion  of  the  IiVii-iigration  , 
Officials,  Customs  Officials  and  Ships’ Staffs .

An  English  nurse,  aged  25  years,  appeared  unwell  on  her  arrival  at 
the  Folkestone  Harbour  from  Calais,  but  was  allowed  to  return  home  by 
private  car  with  her  parents.  The  patient  was  admitted  to  the 
Chichester  Hospital  and  information  subsequently  received  from  her 
own  doctor  confirmed  that  she  was  suffering  from  para-T;^’P>hoid  Fever.

A short  account  .should  bo  given  of  the  measures  taken  on  the  arrival

In  view  of  an  outbreak  of  Smallpox  in  Northern  France  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year  special  preventive  measures  were  instituted  to  check  the 
possible  entry  of  the  disease  through  the  port  of  Folkestone. 
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Arrangements  were  made  with  the  Captain  and  Purser  of  the  daily 
boat  from  Calais,  the  only  passenger  service  at  that  time,  for  a 
message  to  be  broadcast  on  the  boat  before  arrival  at  Folkestone  for 
any  passengers  who  had  recently  been  in  the  affected  areas  to  go 
to  the  Purser ^s  office,  and  there  await  a medical  check;  this  was 
carried  out  as  soon  as  the  boat  docked. 

The  Chief  Immigration  Officer  also  co-operated  in  ensuring  that  no 
passengers  from  that  part  of  France  vmnt  ashore  without  first  having 
been  seen  by  a Medical  Officer. 

V.diere  necessary  action  was  taken  in  accordance  with  Sections  31 
and  37  of  the  Public  Health  (Ships)  Regulations,  1952,  and  ten 
travellers  were  subsequently  placed  under  surveillance. 

Members  of  the  staffs  of  the  Corporation,  H.M.  Customs,  immigration 
Office  and  British  Railway  who  may  have  had  to  be  in  contact  with 
the  ships  and  passengers  were  advised,  and  facilities  made  avail- 
able, to  have  their  vaccination  state  brought  up  to  date.

It  has  not  been  found  necessary  over  the  past  fe¥\^  years  for  work 
of  disinfestation  to  be  carried  out  on  ships  visiting  this  port,  if, 
hov;ever,  such  v/ork  were  necessary  the  ships  would  be  treated  with 
Hydrogen  Cyanide  by  the  Fumigation  Services  Ltd.,  Barking,  Essex, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Dover  Port  Health  Inspectors.

Regular  passenger  boats  are  met  by  one  of  the  Medical  Inspectors 
and  the  Nurse -Attendant , and  special  arrangements  made  for  other 
boats  carrying  aliens  to  be  met., 

v/here  prior  information  has  been  received  (usually  from  the 
Immigration  Officer  or  the  Ministry  of  Labour)  that  a large  number 
of  aliens  was  expected  to  arrive  at  the  same  time,  arrangements 
weie  made  for  extra  staff  to  be  present  jn  order  that  the  examina- 
tions could  be  completed  with  the  minimum  of  delay. 

In  consequence  of  the  Allens  Order,  1953,  revised  Instructions 
for  the  medical  inspection  of  alions  were  received  from  the 
Ministry  of  Health  during  April,  1955  and  an  amended  type  •f 
> medical  certificate  introduced. 

Coromencing  with  the  year  ending  the  31st  December,  1955,  the 
Return  of  Medical  ICxaminat ions  of  Alions  V7ill,  in  future,  bo 
rendorcd  annually  instead  of  half-yearly  as  before. 

(4 ) Nature  and  amount  of  alions  traffic. 

The  aliens  arriving  to  take  up  emplojonent  in  this  country 
continue  to  come  mainly  from  Italy,  Switzerland,  Austria,  Germany 
and  Franco. 

During  1955  there  were  1,159  more  aliens  examined  compared  with 
1954,  and  the  total  of  9,855  examinations  is  the  highest  since 
1951  v/hen  there  v\/ore  10,740. 

Th-  men  were  mainly  for  employment  in  the  tinplate  works,  trick 
and  tile  works,  iron  foundries,  coalite  v/orks,  hotels  and  for 
technical  and  professional  employment  with  various  firms;  the 
women  wore  mainly  domestics,  children’s  nurses  and  governesses, 
assistant  hospital  nurses,  V7ard  orderlies,  textile  and  factory 
workers.
